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FREE USEOFCANAL 
GIVEN COLOMBIA 


Latin-American Lega- 
tion in Paris. 


PROVIDES FOR PAYMENT. 


PARIS, April 17.—The text of the treaty 
between the United States and Cclombia, 
settling the controversy over Panama, was 
made public here today through the Colom- 
bian legation by publication in the Temps. 

The tréaty was signed at Bogota April 7 
by United States Minister Thaddeus A. 
Thomson and Dr. Francisco Jose Urrutia, 
Colombian minister of foreign affairs, and 
the members of a Colombian advisory com- 
mittee. — 

It is understood here that the state de- 
partment at Washington has refused to make 
public the text of the treaty. 


Ends All Il Feeling. 

The first article of the treaty, as published 
in the Temps, says: 

“The government of the United States, 
desiring to put an end to all disputes and 
differences with the republic of Colombia 
occasioned by events which have brought 
about the present situation in the Isthmus of 
Panama, in its name and in the name of the 
people of the United States, expresses sin- 
cere regret for anything that may have in- 
terrupted or altered the relations of cordial 
friendship existing long between the two 
nations. 

„Colombia, in its name and in the name 
of the people of Colombia, accepts this dec- 
laration on the full assurance that in this 
way will disappear all obstacles to the resto- 
ration of compléte harmony between the 


two countries. 


Free Passages for Ships. 

The treaty provides that ‘ Colombia shall 
enjoy freely and in perpetuity free passage 
through the Panama canal for its troops, 
stores, and warships,’ and stipulates also 
that six months after the exchange of rati- 
fications of the treaty the sum of $25,000,000 
shall be paid to Colombia. 

The article relating to canal privileges 
also provides for commercial advantages in 
favor of Colombian products imported into 
the Canal Zone and for special advantages 
in the railway traffic of Panama when thé 
canal service is interrupted for any reason 
and when it is needed for Colombian agents 
and troops and for war stores from Co- 
lombia.

FORBIDS CRUELTY 
IN VIVISECTION 


Judge Holds “Purpose of Sei- 
ence” Does Not Prevent 
Conviction for Crime 


NOTED SURGEON ON TRIAL 


Philadelphia, Pa., April 17. Judge F. A. 
Bregy today laid down the rule that the plea 
of “scientific purpose does not absolve. 
a vivisectionist of crime under the Pennsyi- 
vania law if he inflicts useless cruelty or 
torture upon an animal. 

Judge Bregy’s ruling was made in his in- 
structions to the jury in the trial of Dr. 
Joshua E. Sweet, charged with wanton 
cruelty to dogs after operations. Dr. Sweet 
is assistant professor of surgical research 
in the medical department of the University 


three days. Five other members of the medi- 
cal faculty of the university are under in- 
dictment for alleged cruel treatment of dogs 
after operations, and the trial of their cases 
depends upon the outcome of the proceed- 
ings against Dr. Sweet. 

The jury retired 'ate in the afternoon and 
court adjourned until Zonday morning. If 
a verdict is reached in the meantime it will 
be sealed. 


States His Attitude to Jury. 

Judge Bregy's interpretation of the iawe of 
Pennsylvania on the matter of cruelty to ani- 
mals in connection with vivisection ie said 
to be the first ever made in the state In 
his charge to the jury he said: 

To indicate a view on the part of physi- 
dians that these operations upon the dogs 
were made for scientific purposes to obtain 
information for the alleviation of human 
vuffering, I charge you that the law of Penn- 
sylvania does not allow pain and suffering. 
torment, Or torture to be inflicted upon dogs 
for any purpose except the relief of the gut - 
fering of the dog itself. 

Surgeons have no right to torture a dog 
or Violate the law, as I have réad it to you 
fcr the purpose of obtaining scientific in- 
formation. The law says that any person 
who does a thing as I have read it to you. 
tnat is, if a person is guilty of wanton and 
cruel torture of an animal, shall be gullty 
of acrime. The law does not say they Shall 
not be guilty if they do it for a scientific pur - 
pose. Scientific purpose does not excuse 
cruelty.’’ 


Judge’s Stand a Surprise. 

The court’s reference to vivisection came 
as a surprise to both sides in the case be- 
cause the indictment against Dr. Sweet 
mentioned only alleged cruel treatment after 
operations and because testimony as to why 
these operations had been performed and 
other subjects pertaining to vivisection had 
been ruled out of the evidence in the trial 
of the case. 

John R. K. Scott, counsel for the Women’s 
Pennsylvania Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, announced when the im- 
portance of the court's declaration was real - 
ized that arrests probably would be mac e of 
scientific investigators on the charge of 
cruel treatment of animals in spécific cases 
of vivisectional operations.

Mayo’s original demand for a salute 
to the flag, addressed in writing by Rear Ad- 
miral Mayo to the Mexican general, Vara- 
goza, at Tampico, on April 9. 

The communication was as follows: 

This morning an officer and squad of men 
of the Mexican military forces arrested and 
marched through the streets of Tampico a 
commissioned officer of the United States 
navy, the paymaster of Dolphin, together 
with seven men composing the crew of the 
whale boat of the Dolphin. At the time cf 
this arrest the officer and men concerned 
were unarmed and engaged in loading cases 
of gasoline which had been purchased cn 
shore. Part of the men were on the shore, 
but all, including the man or men in the 
boat, were forced to accompany armed Mex- 
ican forces, 

“I do not need to tell you that taking men 
from a boat flying the United States flag is 
hostile act not to be excused. 

I have already received your verbal mes- 
sage of regret that this event has happened 
and your statement that it was committed by 
an ignorant officer.

of his rth as a laborer. 

Mr. O Hara and his wife obtained jobs in 
Bridgeport, Conn., under assuméd names. 


O’Hara Explains Experience, 

“As I was interested in the minimum 
wage scale,“ Mr. O'Hara said, I decided to 
hunt for work in a corset factory in Bridge- 
port. I donned a blue flannel shirt and 
corduroy trousers, and my wife togged her-. 
self out in cheap clothes and we went to 
the city together, separating after we got 
there. 

“TI hustled around to the corset factory, 
while my wife went to a knitting mill and 
asked for work. I was told there was noth- 
ing doing, but pleaded that I was starving 
and needed money to buy food. I was finally 
given a job in the shipping department at $4 
a week. I also was assigned the task of 
carrying raw material to the workrooms 
where the girls were employed. I managed 
to find lodgings for 156 cents a day and a 
restaurant where I could get meals for 15 
cents. , 


“Get Money and Beat It.” 

“My work was hard I had to handle 
heavy packing boxes and at the end of the 
day I was all in. Finally, on the third day, 
the foreman told me, to get my money and 
beat it.” I started to ask him why, but he 
was a big man, and I coneidered tt best to 
follow his instructions without question. 

The next day I waited around the factory 
and learned that a husky laborer had got my 
job. My vocational training and knowledge 
were worth nothing to the factory—what they 
wanted was muscle. 

After loging my job I looked up my wife 
and found her busy with a §5 a week job and 
enjoyitig it. She told me of some amusing 
adventures. She had half a dozem offers of 
marriage in her three day experience and 
the promise of a ralse in pay. I have an idea 
what my maximum worth ie as a laborer, 
but my minimum worth is still a matter of 
conjecture.”

Says Those Who Take In Lodgers Will 
Lose Their Places. 


Detroit, Mich., April 17.~[Special.]—Henry 
Ford has declared war against tenements 
and squalid rooming houses and no employé 
of the Ford Motor company will be permitted 
to live in them. 

In @ notice just sent to all the Detroit em- 
ployés, Mr. Ford says the company expects 
each recipient of its profit sharing pian to 
use his or her share in the profite for the 
good of themselves and their families and to 
„make more comfortable your home and liv- 
ing conditions.“ 

Married and single men who. do not live 
up to the modern standard of American 
every day living are to be eliminated from 
the Ford organization. Married men who 
keep boarders in their home will lose their 
places. So will singlé men who reside in 
rooming houses such as have been found in 
Highland Park, where they sleep in shifts. 


Firm Against Boarders. 

‘"Thesemen of many natlons must be taught 
American ways, the English language, the 
right to live,” Mr. Ford said today. Mar- 
ried men should keep their households for 
themselves and their immediate families. 
They should not sacrifice family rights, 
pleasure, and comfort by filling their homes 
with roomers and boarders. 

“Single men are expected to live under 
conditions that make for good manhood and 
good citizenship. It would not do for them 
to waste their share of the profits. Once 
they live correctly, breathe the real fresh 
air of freedom, see that health and strength 
are fully conserved, we can make them good 
citizens. 

„We now have forty-five investigators 
who are interviewing each employe. Every 
detail of their living is inquired into. They 
found one man, his wife, and three children 
living in four rooms, and there were five 
ducks in the bathtub—live duck, too. He 
couldn't understand why he wasn't consid- 
ered clean and a share in the profits had been 
denied him.” 

Next Monday an innovation at the Ford 
plant, an English teaching school, will be 
opened.

OF r FREE TOLLS . 


New Tork Experts Tell Canals 
Committee It Is a Trade 
Necessity. 


FOREIGN BUSINESS AID. 


Say Welfare of People as Well as 
Treaty Obligations Should 
Be Recognized. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPOND 
Washington, D. C., April 17. 1 1 


Four representatives of the chamber of com- 
merce of New York today told the senate 
committee on interoceanic canals that the 
future of foreign trade depends on the re- 
peal of the clause of the Panama canal act 
exempting American coastwise shipping 
from the payment of Panama canal tolls. 

The witnesses were Eugene H. Outer- 
bridge, Welding Ring, Howard C. Smith, 
and E. E. Page. 

Each of these witnesses said that waiving 
all international complications and obliga- 
tions, the exemption clause should be re- 
pealed for the welfare of the people as a 


whole, as the exemption merely results in: 


giving a subsidy to the coastwise shipping 


| trust. 


Repeal Will Aid Exporters. 

„This country has ceased to be a large ex- 
porter of cereals, Mr. Ring, in concluding 
his statement, said., and must depend on 
its manufactured articles for foreign trade. 
Nothing will assist the manufacturers and 
exporters more than repeal. The repeal of 
this.clause will show to all foreign coun- 
tries and all foreign consumers that when 
the United States is in error it is willing 
to put itself right. Also, it will aid much in 
putting the business men of this country 
right in foreign lands.“ ' 

Mr. Ring was asked if he had heard as to 
the sentiment in any foreign country. He 
said he had, particularly in Austraiia and 
New Zealand. 


Sizes Up the Situation. 
Mr. Outerbridge said the repeal situation 
had three aspects: 
1. The moral right of this country to 
insist on exemption. 
2. The economic advantage of exemp- 


tion. 
3. The political and business expedi- 
ency of exemption. 
As to our moral right to exempt our 
coastwise shipping,“ he said, ‘‘ it appears to 


me as if the United States is much in the 


position of a contractor who has agreed not 
to sell at a lower price than he has quoted to 
a customer and, after making the bargain, 
flooded the market with his own goods. 

If the country wishes to subsidize its 
shipping, why not take the proposition 
equarely before the country on its merits 
openly and fairly.” 


Maritime Industry Hazardous. 

Mr. Outerbridge then said that from his 
intimate knowledge of oversea transporta- 
tion, the real reason this country has not 
developed a great merchant marine lies in 
the profit which can be obtained in the de- 
velopment of international ee at 
home. 

He said the maritime industry was one of 
the most hazardous in the world and that 
larger and surer profits could be obtained at 
home and consequently Americans had left 
it to other nations whose chances tor in- 
ternal exploitation were greatly reduced. 

“Ship owners do not sit down and figure 
on the cost of a voyage and base their rates 
on that, he said. Instead, they establish 
a rate which they think will get the busi- 
ness. They establish it on what they think 
the traffic will bear. 

„am absolutely convinced the proposed 
exemption will never be reflected in the rate, 
* 1 E will never even be — 
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end of the year. The ship owners will ab- | 
orb it all.“ 

Regarding the political phase of the mat- 
ter he said: 

“If exempted from the payment of tolls 
now, the coastwise shipping will be forever 
exempted. If tolls are applied now and if 
are not needed, then they can be wiped out 
with the growth of traffic it is found they 
with the simplest form of a resolution as in 
the case of the Erie canal. 

Says Railroads will Suffer. 

Senator Bristow, who opposes the repeal, 
asked him if he didn’t think the remission of 
tolls would tend to decrease the an 

nental freight rates. 

Mr. Outerbridge replied that be. thought 
the tranécontinental railroads would: gutt er 
tremendously in Joss of tonnage with the ex- 
emption and that the exemption would have 
nothing whatever to do with the competition 
between the roads and the steamship ines. 
He pointed out that the vessels by using the 
canal will save from $3 to $6 a ton on han- 
dling Atlantic to Pacific’ freight, a saving 
which cannot be effected by the railroads. In 
his own business he maintains about fifty 
tank cars running from the Pacific coast to 

New York and back steadily. He said all 
that business would go through the canal in 
tank steamers as soon as the canal was 
opened. 

„ With such a reduction as will be made 
by the vessels, he said, * the increased tax 
to the consumer on a small unit will be so 
infinitesimal as almost to disappear. With 
railroad rates now, the rate of freight is not 
so important as that rates be uniform, stable 
and equal for all. A slight increase, while 
not injuring the consumer appreciably, in 


the aggregate, will amount to such a sum 


that it can be expended on the lines in the 
shape of extensions, renewals, repairs and 


| so forth and then it vivifies the business.” 


Competition for Railroads. 


Senator Simmons asked him then if the 
tolls wouldn't show this reflection. = 

“As far as the traffic is concerned.“ he 
replied, ‘‘ the payment of tolls or the exemp- 
tion from payment of tolls will have no effect 
on rates. So far as I have any business 
judgment I am willing to stake it on my be- 
lief that with or without tolls, the strongest 
kind of competition against the railroads will 
spring up.“ 

Senator Bristow asked what he thought of 
the provision divorcing the railroads from 
their ship lines. 

“I think,” Mr. Outerbridge replied, “it is 
a wise thing for the ultimate interest of the 
people, but it will be hard on the railroads 
at first. It does not appear proper that they 
should control their competing lines.“ 


Dependent on Foreign Trade. 


Merchants attach much importance to 
carrying out contracts,“ Mr. Page told the 
committee, ‘‘and industries of this country 
are becoming more and more dependent 
every year on finding foreign purchasers. 

It is: universally believed, I think, by for- 
eign customers that the Panama canal act is 
a violation of a contract which was entered 
into in good faith. If that is a sample of 
what an American contract is worth they 
will be wary of dealings with Americans.” 


COL. GOETHALS FOR REPEAL. 

PANAMA, April 17.—Col. George G. Goe- 
thals, governor of the Panama canal zone, 
who has been requested to appear in Wash- 
ington to give information concerning the 
economic side of the Panama tolls W 
tonight said: 

J have always maintained that the gov- 
ernment should obtain revenue from every 
ship using the canal and that it is not the 
coastwise trade that needs protection.“

Now, I haven't the 4 htest idea in the 
world myseif What expresses, but 
in every city I’ve * peggy Se York, Wash- 
ington, and—er—this Philadelphia place 1 
mentioned—I've seen the word used often and 
in interviews with myself. I was supposed 
to say it—and a number of other things I 
never said. Fancy! I'm not up on slang, 
but I should say, from the connection in 
which the word was used as a rule, that it 
meant putting on a bit of side. 


Different Across the Pond. 

The oddest thing about these interviews 
has been that never a réporter saw nie. I'm 
saving them. They’ re full of odd words and 
queer ideas. 

“ That sort of work would never Ha ve done 
when I was lord mayor. The reporter 18 a 
different sort of fellow in Manchester. We 
tell him what we wish and he prints what we 
tell him. So everyone's quite satisfied. 

“And, by the way, being lord mayor in 
England isn’t anything like being mayor 
over here. Your mayor is paid; the lord 
mayor gets no salary and he has to be quite 
as well to do as one of your American am- 
bassadors even to consider the post. He 
must entertain the judges of the assizes at 
great receptions four times a year and there 
are many other drains on his purse.”

HERE is a deep, well sustained mystery 
in Mrs. Belloc Lowndes’ “ THE. 
LODGER ” (Scribners), yet somehow 
the reader's interest does not center in 
the tall, cadaverous stranger who 

geeks lodgings from Mr. and Mrs. Bunting in 
an inconspicuous section of London, but in 
the worthy couple who were saved from 
starvation by the auspicious coming of The 
Lodger.” a3 
The reader almost immediately connects 
this lodger with several revolting and un- 
usual crimes perpetrated in the metropolis; 
Mrs. Bunting is not slow to feara connection, 
but simultaneously with the awakening of

’ duction, and the present volume is as full 
of spontaneous humor and bright, pointed 
sayings as any of its predecessors. 


“THE JAM GIRL” (Appletons), by 
Frances R. Sterrett, might also have been 
entitled The Jam Couple, for hero and 
heroine are respectively the son and daugh- 
ter of rival jam manufacturers. and many of 
the incidents of the book are concerned with 
jam manufacture. In Europe accident makes 
the young people acquainted, and circum- 
stances give birth to love, which becomes 
stronger through enforced separation and 
the obstacles placed by the irate and antag- 
onistic fathers. Of course two such charm- 
Ang young people are not going to let rival 
business enterprises wreck their happiness, 
and finally they win their goal.

It 
is a well written story of ranch and mining 
life in California, full of interest, adventure, 
and thrills, and ranks well among others of 

its class. The title character, a roving cow- 
boy and sométhing of a miner, and full of a 
rough,’ ready, and homely philosophy, real- 
ly makes the story go, though the plot centers 
about the young man who as a child Red had 
discovered as a waif in the mountains. In 
the development of the plot this boy has a 
pleasing romance with a young girl of the 
locality, who proves to be the daughter of 
the miner whom public opinion had accused 
Red of murdering and in accusing had made 
an outlaw. The novel will give pleasure to 
all who like a story of ranch life of the west, 
for it is well written and the interest of the 
reader well sustained. ~—

“ PIDGIN ISLAND ” (Bobbs-Merrill) Har- 
old MacGrath's new novel, is an attractive 
story in which the sport of fishing for bass 
on a picturesque American lake gives zest 
to the experience of an adventurous and 
hazardous life.

rare powers of pression. 

It is very curious th read Henry James upon 
such subjects as the civil war, the grim 
command of Grant, the assassination of Lin- 
coln, and similar topics, for Mr. James has 
not modified his nner. It remains as in- 
volved, as tortuous, as evasive of direct 
issues as it ever was in his most tenebrous 
page of fiction, yet he contrives to convey the 
pulsating fact after a manner of his own, 
and to make it carry home. Read the follow- 
ing as an illustration: ‘“‘ Ashburton Place 
resounds for me with a wild cry, rocks as 
from a convulsed breast, on that early morn- 
ing of the news of Lincoln's death by murder; 
and, in a different order, but also darkening 
the early Way, bap associates itself with 


my cherished chamber of application the 
fact that of a sudden, and while we were al- 
ways and as much as ever awaiting him, 
Hawthorne was dead. What I have called

Miss Katharine Tynan has written novel» 
of more or less interest and poetry that has 
gained her a pleasant name among modern 
writers of verse, but she has never done 
anything as interesting as “ TWENTY- 
FIVE YEARS: REMINISCENCES ” (Devin- 
Adair company). The author is an Irish- 
woman, and although she has lived a large 
part of her life in London she also has lived 
in Ireland and she has been particularly 
et gg with Irish men and women of let- 

ra. 

The book is a literary pageant, for men 
and women whose names have become 
household words paes before our eyes 
in a long procession. There is more about 
W. B. Yeats than any other one person in 
this book, for the author knew him from 
his early boyhood to the present day. She 
begins the book about her father, who was 
a typical Irishman and a man of most at- 
tractive characteristics. 1 

She did not start out to be ‘a writer, 
though she was_a devoted reader. Some- 
where about 1878 she wrote her first poem. 
That bit of fluent verse” appeared in a 
Dublin penny paper and she was very proud 
of it, and so washer father. Later she had 
several poems printed in the London Graphic, 
of which Mr. Arthur Locker was then editor. 

Sometime in the ‘80s she became inter- 
ested in active politics, though she did 
not care much for the Ladies’ Land league, 
for many reasons. There was a romantic 
figure in force that did attract her, and that 
was the personality of Charles Stewart Par- 
nell. She was quite a little girl when she 
heard about Parnell’s first appearance in 
public life, but later on she knew the Irish 
agitator and his mother and sisters excep- 
tionally well. Of Parnell, notwithstanding 
ecandals, troubles, and all such things, she 
had and has the highest appreciation. 

As I have already said, there is more about 
W. B. Yeats—who, by the way, is at present 
in this country—than any other one pe» 
son in this book. She used to stay over- 
night at the Yeats home, and there in the 
watches of the night she could hear Willie ”’ 
chanting poetry to himself. Yeats was at 
the time she first met him about 20 


years of age. She thinks that he must have 
suffered all through his life from being un- 
like his fellows— a white blackbird among 
the others.” Being so unlike his fellows, 
Yeats was bound to suffer at school and 
afterward, but he had not, writes Miss 
Tynan, a trace of bitterness.

A book that is likely, to attract much at-

(Stokes), by Elizabeth Cooper. The book is 
written in the form of letters by a Chinese 
woman. The author has lived for eight years 
in China, and as her husband holds an offi- 
cial position she has had unusual opportuni- 
ties to know the inside life of the women of 
China. 


The letters which form this volume are sup- | 


posed to have been written by Kwei-li, the 
wife of a very high Chinese official, to her 
husband when he accompanied his master, 
Prince Chung, on his trip around the world. 

In China the married sons bring their 
wives home, and many families live under 
the same roof, ruled with a rod of iron by the 


mother-in-law. 

The mother-in-law of Kwei-li was an old time 
conservative Chinese lady, the woman who can- 
not adapt herself to the changing conditions, wpo 
resents change of methods, new interpretations, 
and fresh expressions of life, She sees in the new 
ideas that her sons bring from the foreign schools 
dieturbers only of her life’s ideals. She instinctive- 
ly feels that they are gathering about her retreat, 
beating at her doors, creeping in at her closely 
shuttered windows, even winning her sons from 
her arms. She stands an implacable foe of prog- 
ress and she will not admit that the world is mov- 
ing on, broadening its outlook and clothing itself 
in a new expression. She feels that she ie being 
left behind with her dead gods, and she cries out 
against the change which is surely but slowly 
coming to China, and especially to Chinese women,

The author of this book is conspicuous as 
being an enthusiastic feminist.

No one has 
combined the piano and the orchestra with 
greater skill, and the perfect sympathy of the 
support given the soloist by Stock and the or- 
chestra was a vital factor in the performance. 
There was a cordial response from the audi- 
ence, and Paderewski, with his accustomed 
generosity, gave a short recital program in the 
form of encores, playing La Bandoline and 
“Carillon de Cytheri,” by Couperin: mazurka 
in A minor and polonaise in A flat major, by 
Chopin, and “Song Without Words” in G 
major, by Mendelssohn. Then the audience 
was persuaded to leave and the orchestra was 
reassembled and played for Paderewski Stock’s 
new overture, “ Life's Springtide,” which has 
been dedicated to the great pianist. Paderew- 
ski, whose admiration for Stock’s compositions 
is well known, was most cordial in his praise 
of the overture.

The first half of the program offered the 
Bach D major suite and the Beethoven sym- 
phony in B flat major. It was one of the finest 
expositions of classic art which the season 
has offered.

Urges Sex Instruction for Young. 


“Reproduction and sex, next to hunger and 
need of food, is the most profound influential 
factor in human life,” said T. W. Galloway of 
the James Milliken university, Decatur, III., in 
an address at the twenty-sixth educational 
conference of the academies and high schools 
in relation with the University of Chicago in 
Botany hall yesterday. The subject of the ad- 
dress was “Instruction of Young People in Re- 
spect to Sex.” 

Anything that bulks as large in human life 
as sex cannot be unimportant in education,” 
he said. Sex instruction means not emphasis 
of the pathology of sex but of the normal de- 
velopment of human personality and society 
because of and by means of the impulses grow- 
ing out of sex. It deals with cleanliness, pur- 
ity, marriage, home, fatherhood, motherhood, 
children, parental care, chivalry, and the like. 

In the normal human child there is no such 
thing as ignorance and innocence with respect 
to matters of sex, and the only choice we have 
is whether the information be clean and cor- 
rect and free of vile and vulgar connotations 
or incomplete, suggestive, and curiosity in- 
spiring.”’ 

“Our liberal arts education of young women 
is at fault because it is likely to give them 
breadth without depth,” declared President 
Mary E. Woolley of Mount Holyoke college in 
her address before the conference at night. 

“Our young women should be educated so 
that when they get a home they can manage 
it scientifically and to the best advantage. 
Many of our women students waste their time 
in college, and when graduated they waste the 
time of the community in which they live.” 

Addresses also were made by Miss Abby Mar- 
latt of the department of home economics of 
Wisconsin university, and by Dean Sarah Lewis 
Arnold of Simmons college, Boston.

TEXAN OPPOSES MOVE. 


But Majority Holds Sherman Act 
Should Not Be Construed 
to Their Injury. 


A resolution askine congress to modify 
the existing Sherman law so reasonable pro- 
tection and regulation might be extended to 
farmers’ organizations was adopted yester- 
day at the closing session of the second na- 
tienal conference on marketing and farm 
credit at the Hotel Sherman. 

E. R. Kone, Texas state commissioner of 
agriculture, attacking the resolution, as- 
gerted sentiment in favor of the resolution 
had been fostered by “ big business” and 
the farmers were permitting themselves to 
be blindfolded by agents of the trusts. It 
had been expected the delegates would be 
deadlocked on the proposition, but only a 
handfu! rallied to Mr. Kone’s support. When 
the clause was put to a vote only the judge 
and one other delegate were against it. 


Here Is Clause. 
cms contested clause was as follows: 
“Whereas the Sherman act as it is now 
construed is a serious menace te progress 
of organization and confederation, and 
whereas the farmers and the other codpera- 
tive organizations do not wish to be law- 
breaker, neither do they wish for special 
- exemptions of any kind; and whereas they 
. wish legislation which will not hinder or 
‘forbid such legitimate organization and 
which will prevent unfair practices by all 
organizations as well as protect such organ- 
izations from unfair discrimination and prac- 
tices directed by great or small combinations 
of dealers; therefore, be it repolved, that this 
conference hereby demand from congress 
 Jegislation which will properly modity the 
- existing Sherman law to the end that this 
proper and Feasonable protection and regula- 


- tion be extended to codperative organiza- 
tions, whether they be of consumers or pro- 


ducers, and to the end that such organiza- 
tion be fully protected and encouraged 
= thereby. oe 
Backers of Revolution. 
Charles McCarthy of Madison, Wis., mem- 
ber of the resolutions committee, and Judge 
D. O. Mahoney, president of the American 
Society of Equity, of Viroqua, Wis., defended 
td resolution. 
“TI believe I voice the sentiment of my or- 
- ganization of 10,000 farmers when I say we 

do not want to be exempted from the effects 
of the Sherman law,“ said Judge Mahoney, 
“but we don't want it construed so that it 
will hamper the work of coéperative organi- 


" gations. We must have a reasonable con- 


struction of that law. There are 10,000 farm- 
ere who oppose the strict enforcement of the 


herman law.“ 


The committee of fifteen men called for in 
the resolutions to plan the permanent organ- 
ization of the conference on marketing and 
_ farm credits will be appointed in two or three 
weeks by the president of the Western Eco- 
nomie society.

With the opening of the official] navigation sea- 
son on the great lakes this week comes the busiest 
season of the year for the federal bureau of 
steamboat inspection.

RAIL SHARES GIVE WAY. 


Missouri Pacific at 1814, Lowest 
in Decade; Lehigh Valley 
Drops 7 Points. 


New York, April ir. Sharp bear drives at 
selected stocks, such as have been in prog- 
reas for a week, continued throughout to- 
day's stock market, and in. spote severe 
losses Were inflicted. The tactics employed 
on the short side, which became increasingly 
aggressive today, indicated that the most 
determined bear campaign of months was 
under way. 

Today's attacks were centered on Missouri 
Pacific and Lehigh Valley. Missouri Pacific 
was under steady pressure and fell to 18%, 
the lowest figure in over a decade. "Lehigh 
Valley was hammered down to 134, a drop of 
seven points. 


Weakness Due to Gossip. 

The pronounced weakness of Lehigh Val- 
ley was due to a good deal of gossip respect- 
ing shrinkage in earnings and possibility of 
a change in dividend rate. Missourl Pa- 
cific’s weakness was said to be due in part 
to difficulties experienced in arranging for 
its $25,000,000 of notes falling-due June 1. 


The notes were offered at 95, but bids ranged 
several pointe lower. Missouri Pacific convertibles 
slumped 5 points. President Bush gave assurance 
that provision for the notes would be made, but 
pressure on the stock did not relax. 

The general market stood up well in the face 
of these severe declines. The opentag was strong. 

Higher prices for American stoc in London, 
foreign buying here, and expectation of a speedy 
settlement of the Mexican difficulty stimulated the 
market. Although movements during the morning 
were irregular, a higher level prevailed most of 
the time. 

When the news came of the new situation in 
Mexican affairs, the market eased off, although 
no uneasiness was shown. The combined effect of 
this factor and the collapse of Lehigh Valley and 
Missouri Pacific was to send the whole list off in 
the last hour, but net declines in most cases were 
limited to fractions.
